PLACER COUNTY SPECIAL DISTRICT SURVEY

Special Districts are units of local government established to provide local services, such as recreation, fire protection, water, and
sewer. Placer County has many Special Districts. The 1999-2000 Grand Jury conducted a survey of 43 Special Districts in Placer
County. The purpose of the survey was to gain an understanding of the local governments and to share that understanding with the
public.

The majority of the Special Districts operate under locally elected independent boards of directors, sometimes called trustees. There
are two exceptions: cemetery boards are appointed by the County Boards of Supervisors; and Tahoe Truckee Sanitation Agency is
governed by directors that are appointed by the elected boards of other member agencies.

Special Districts are primarily funded by user fees and/or property taxes. The 36 elected boards and seven appointed boards control
the expenditures of more than $175,000,000 annually. These districts are generally governed by dedicated boards and provide
valuable services to their communities. The boards, elected as well as appointed, meet at regular intervals to conduct business.
Those meetings are open to the public in accordance with the Brown Act. However, few members of the community find time in their
busy lives to attend the board meetings. It is hoped that this survey will generate public interest and participation in the Special
Districts in Placer County.
